To-Judge L. M. Goddard him- 
eelf fell the task of telling the story 
Of thejflnding_and preservation for use 
as evidence ot the bomb with which 
Orchard tried to kill him. The veteran 
Colorado Jurist testified that the first 
information that he received about the 
bomb came to him from Orchard's con- 
fession, which was shown to him at 
Denver on Feb. 13, 1906, by Detective 
McParland. He at once returned to 
Jhis home and in his gate discovered 
the screw-eyes which Orchard said he 
had placed there. It was rusted and 
corroded by 10 months' exposure. The 
tomb was dug up the next day by Gen- 
eral Bulkeley Wells, who used a pock- 
etknife to cut the soil away and raise 
the pine box containing '"the bomb. 
There was a small phial on top of the 
box, and attached to the rubber work 
of the phial .was a piece of rusted wire. 


The bomb and its attachment were 


at once taken to the office of the Pink- 
erton detective agency and carefully 
sealed in wrappers and envelopes that 
-were signed by half a dozen witness- 
es, including Justice Goddard, and 
after that they were placed in a vault 
to the door of which seals, including 
that of a notary public, were attached. 
There they rested until the following 
May 22, when, believing the Haywood 
case was to come to trial, they were 
removed in- the presence of tho same 
•witnesses, and all save three of the 40 
sticks of giant powder contained in 


bomb were exploded. 


Senator Borah produced the several 


packets a? they were originally sealed 
and"; con? nencing with the phial, pass- 
ed theriv to Justice Goddard, who 
broke the seals and identified the arti- 
cles. After the phial came the little 
screw-eye, then the dozen giant caps, 
and last the powder wrapper. Attor- 
neys Richardson and Darrow for the 
defense objected to all the evidence 
and all the exhibits and moved to 
strike out everything, but the court 
ruled against them all along the line.

GOVERNORS OF OHIO 


MORDECAI BARTLEY—1845-1846. 


Mordecai Hartley succeeded his son, then acting governor, to 1845. He was 


«ne of the pioneers of Richlancl county. 
By good management on his 


farm he saved enough to start in mercantile business. His business both 
as farmer and merchant was successful, and his Ideals were high both In life 
and politics, having a marked influence for the betterment of his town and 
county. In 1823 he was elected to congress, serving four years. In 1844 h» 
was elected governor of Ohio as a Whig. His great ability is shown by his 
etate papers. While in congress it was his proposition to convert the land 
grants -of Ohio Into a permanent fund for the benefit of the common schools. 
1H» declined to stand for election as governor for the second time and returned 
,to nfcs farm and the practice of law. He died at the advanced age of eighty- 
ithree Oct 10, 1870.

Comrade Madden made the first ad- 


dress, and caught the. audience at the 
start, and held

through. He said among other things, 
that the struggle of the *60's made 
the property and prosperity that we 
now enjoy, gave the rebels an awful 
scorching on the way they ran their 
prisons and compared them to the 
devil in the treatment that was ac- 
corded our Union soldiers that were

shut up in southern prison pens. Re- 
ferring to the struggle itself, he said 
that it wr.s the inspiration of the wo- 
men that made us strong, their work, 


" prayers and example helped the he- 
roes to do the work in hand well, 
but regretted that history can never 
record the important work that was 
done by our brave and true daughers 
of the North. The gentleman finished 
bis peroration with a clever compli- 
ment as to the hospitality that New- 
ark was showing their association, 
and retired amid applause. 


The song and 
chorus 
"Coming 


Home Prom the Old Camp Ground," 
as rendered 
by the 
ex-Prisoners of 


War Glee club, was well received, and 
was followed by the Hon. Edward L 
Taylor of Ohio, who made a short 
and pithy address, explaining the 
workings of the bill that he intro- 
duced before the last Congress in the 
interest of a bounty or reward for 
those soldiers, that had been unfor- 
tunate enough to have served 90 days 
or over 
in rebel prisons. 
In 
his 


speech he said that he was urging the 
passage of the bill because of the fact 
that adequate recognition had never 
been given 
to the 
sufferings 
and 


hardships of all Union prisoners of 
war by the United States government.! 


The pension rolls carry 
probably' 


all of those still surviving who went 
through the horrors of Confederate 
military prisons, yet for these exper-l 
iences, which more than outweigh any 
others of the dangers and hardships 
of war, the Federal government has 
never seen fit to set apart a sum of 
money as compensation. He said that 
his bill only asked a reward of $2 
per diem, not a pension, for extra suf- 
ferings endured by the soldiers while 
in prison, and from what he could 
learn, it was more trying on account 
of the filth, starvation, mistreatment, 
and the fact of being in this great 
free country, where freedom is 
In- 


stilled into babes from their birth, 
to be shut up, than to have been on 
the outside and been shot at. 


The congressman 
cited 
carefully 


gleaned statistics that showed that 
even if the bill was passed, probably 
not more than 20,000 soldiers, and 
soldiers' widows would reap the ben- 
efit that was sought to be conferred 


by the bill and that in our prosper- 
ity aijitl overflowing treasury, 
the 


amount is only a trifle to the country 
at large, but of extreme importance 
to those who have suffered and need 
its benefits. He closed by saying that" 
in this work he takes no credit to 
himself, that he is a servant of the 
people but that his heart and soul is 
interested in carrying the bill through 
to- its ultimate success, asked for the 
nelp of the various G. A. R. organiza- 
tions and told the association how to 
go about it to make their share of 
the work count; made a grand trib- 
.ite to the old heroes and said that 
he regretted that he had 
not b»en 


born in time to have been with them 
and one of them, and for his age had 
killed as many rebels as those of his 
age had of us. Applause. 


Commander-m-Ohiet ot the Grand 


Army of the Republic, R. B. Brown, 
then followed with a lengthy address 
full of pathos and humor., He went 
over the points carefully and confirm- 
ed all that the congressman had said, 
and urged all to work for the bill 
along lines laid down by the honor- 
able gentleman, told of their suffer- 
ings while in prison and 
fearfully 


scored the fiend commandant of the 
Andersonville prison, the alien Wirtz, 
whom most all present knew by per- 
sonal experience, and was applauded 
for his excoriation of »the inhuman 
monster. His speech all through" was 
replete with good things 
and 
his 


hearers were highly instructed and 
entertained . 


Next came ten minute talks, of- the 


old 
ex-prisoners' 
experiences. Col. 


Dan S. Wilder made a short talk and 
then introduced the Rev. John W. Al- 
len of Indianapolis, who was his 
guest. The reverend gentleman made 
a beautiful 
speech, saying among 


other things that as we grow older 
we get reminiscent, and that these 
occasions render us more 30; he went 
into the sorrowful story of the treat- 
ment of the brave lads while in the 
hands of their southern captors, and 
showed that the treatment incurred 
had sapped the vitality 
of many a 


good man, who had survived the hor- 
rors and that he himself had to cur- 
tail- his life work just when'he should 
have been at his best on account of 
the sufferings that he had undergone 
while in Andersonville. 


His story'drew tears to the eyes of 


many of his listeners, and-he closed 
by paying a beautiful tribute to the 
badge of the G. A. R. and its wearers, 
and further said that he would make 
it a part of his future life's work, to 
organize in Indiana an 
association 


similar to this effective one in Ohio 
and help prosecute the work of se- 
curing the extra bounty for the ex- 
prisoners of war.

Charles Durfey of Columbus, 


led the singing, and it was'touching 
to hear the old soldiers singing their 
beloved songs of those hazardous 
and stirring times. 


'The meeting closed with "Praise 


God from Whom All Blessings Flow," 
to meet Thursday at 7 a. m. at the 
First Presbyterian church for Ander- 
sonville prayer meeting which was led 
by the Rev. Sheppard.

Review of the Trade. 


New York, June 20.—The Millikin 


failure, says the Iron Age, has had a 
somewhat pronounced sentimental ef- 
fect, both here and abroad, where its 
significance was not clearly under- 
stood. The fact that the steel plant 
and rolling mills have been shut down 
and that the fabricating shop only will 
be operated to fill contracts, causes 
some displacements. 'Another steel 
plant in this" district connected with 
structural mills has also stopped run- 
ning. The Millikin shutdown has 
caused the receivers to appear In the 
market for beams, angles, etc., to car- 
ry out contracts, and it seems likely 
the tonnage will go to the central 
west.

From a paper by E. M. Thresher of 


the Dayton Chamber of Commrce: 


There ia a just and widespread dissat- 


isfaction with the system of taxation In 
Force under the present constitution, aa 
Being inadequate and Inefficient. 
However well It may have been adapt- 


ed to existing conditions when it was 
adopted, it has utterly failed to meet the 
changing conditions which 
time 
has 


brought, and it has become thoroughly 
discredited. 
An attempt 
to patch it up by any 


other than radical changes will be only 
to invite failure and retard the wheels 
of progress. 
No person well Informed as to existing 


conditions will claim that the invest- 
ments in real estate owned by the citi- 
zens of Ohio are taxed by a uniform rule 
at their full value In money. 
As for their investments in personal 


property, they are. for the most part, not 
taxed at all, because they are not pro- 
duced, and when taxed, at all. It is by a 
very different rul« from that which ob- 
tains in the case of real estate. Takan 
together, they fail to secure the returns 
which they ought to yield, and tend to 
oppress the honest man who tries to obey 
the law, while granting Immunity to the 
dishonest man who tries to evade It. 
Moreover, the state—by an indirect vote 


of the taxing power—under the form of 
fees and licenses Is raising large sums of 
money in a way not contemplated wh 
the constitution was adopted. The ten- 
dency of which is to bring the constitu- 
tion itself into discredit. 


The essence of the difficulty seems to 


lie in the attempt to make the constitu- 
tion deal with details rather than with 
principles. 
The proper remedy. In my judgment. 


Is only to be found in an amendment of 
the constitution which shall give to the 
general assembly power to classify all 
proper subjects for taxation In such a 
manner that— 
No subject shall escape Its proper 


share of the burden. 
No subject of the same class shall 


be taxed more than once. 


The tax shall in all cases be uni- 


form to subjects of the same class 
and just to the subject taxed. 
In my humble Judgment it is only In 


some sjch way a* this that the present 
inequalities and injustir-e of our present 
system of taxation tan find a proper 
remedy and order be restored out of the 
existing chaos.

My Idea 
is, I think, the ideal of most every one 
that studies the subject long, a land tax 
in the end that land and privileges should 
bear all our taxes.

but that all taxes should be placed upon 
the things that man do's not create.
